Rep. 1 st and 2nd rows 4 times. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows — 

1st row — Knit. 2nd row — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 5j [B 6j] 
Ins. (14 [B 16] cm) from commencement, finishing 
with a purl row. 

Shape raglan armholes as follows — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 2 sts., work to end.

Continue on these sts., dec. at armhole edge (as 
before) In every alt. row 13 [B 15] times, whilst at 
same time dec. at neck edge in 2nd row and every 
following 4th row 6 [B 7] times. 

Dec. at armhole edge in every row 5 times, whilst at 
same time dec. at neck edge In following 4th row from 
previous dec. (2 sts.) 

Next row — P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Join yarn to remaining sts., cast off 1 st. and complete 
to correspond with other side. 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 11 Needles and M., cast on 39 [B 41] 
stitches. 

Work 10 rows In rib as given for Back. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows — 



1st row — Knit. 2nd row — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row — K.2, "Inc.”, knit to last 2 sts., "Inc.", K.2. 

Inc. (as before) in every 6th row until there are 49 
[B 53] sts. 

Continue until side edge measures 6 [B 7] ins. 
(15 [B 18] cm) (or length desired) from commence- 
ment, finishing with a purl row. 

Shape raglan as follows — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 2 sts., work to end. 

3rd row — K.l, slip 1, K.l, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.l. 

Dec. (as before) at each end of every alt. row until 
15 sts. remain. 

Next row — P.1, P.2 tog., purl to iast 3 sts., P.2 tog.t.b.1., 
P.l. 

Rep. last 2 rows once. (9 sts.) Cast off. 

INSERT 

Using No. 9 Needles and C.1, cast on 3 stitches. 
Working In stripes of 4 rows C.1 garter st, 4 rows C.2 
garter st., inc. at each end of every 3rd row until there 
are 23 [B 25] sts. 

Work 2 [B 6] rows. Cast off. 

COLLAR 

Using No. 9 Needles and C.1, cast on 53 [B 55] 
stitches. [Continued on next page 
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No. 1 (from page 3) 



1st row (wrong side) — Knit. Rep. 1st row 29 times. 
31st row — K.16, cast off 21 [B 23] sts., K.16. 

Continue on last 16 sts., dec. at end of next and every 
alt. row until 1 st remains. 

Fasten off. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and complete to correspond 
with other side. 

EDGING 

Using No. 11 Needles, and M., cast on 5 stitches. 

1st row — Knit. 



Rep. 1st row until work is length required (slightly 
stretched) to fit around outer edges of collar and 
1 J ins. (3.5 cm) ends for tie. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm Iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to front and back, 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. Sew 
up side and sleeve seams. Sew edging to collar leaving 
1 i ins. (3.5 cm) at each end to tie. Stitch collar in 
position. Stitch one side of insert in position, catch 
other side in position with press studs. Attach motif 
if desired. Press seams.

Continue on these sts., dec. at armhole edge In every 
alt. row until 11 (B 12] sts. remain. Work 1 row. 

Break off yarn and leave sts. on stitch holder. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and complete to correspond 
with other side. 

FRONT — Work as given for Back to **, 

Dec. at each end of next and every alt. row until 42 
[B 46] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Shape neck as follows — 

1st row— K.2 tog., K.15 [B K.16], turn. 

Continue on these sts., dec. at armhole edge In every 
alt. row, whilst at same time dec. at neck edge In 2nd 
and every following 4th row until 2 sts. remain. 

Next row— P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Slip next 8 [B 10] sts. on to a stitch holder and leave. 
Join yarn to remaining sts. and complete to correspond 
with other side. 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 11 Needles and C., cast on 32 [B 34] 
stitches. 

1 8t row (wrong side) — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 10 times. 

Using No. 9 Needles, work In garter st. In stripes of 
6 rows M., 6 rows C., Inc. at each end of 7th and 
every following 8th row until there are 48 [B 52] sts. 
Continue In stripes until side edge measures 6 [B 7] 
ins. (15 [B 18] cm) (or length desired) working last 
row on wrong side. 

Shape raglan as follows — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 2 sts., work to end. 

Dec. at each end of next and every alt. row until 12 sts. 
remain, then in next row. (10 sts.) Cast off. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to front and back, noting 
that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. With right 
side facing, using No. 11 Needles and C., knit up 62 
[B 66] sts. evenly around neck (Including sts. from 
stitch-holders). 

1st row — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 9 times. Cast off loosely. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm Iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew 
in zip. Press seams. 

POCKET 

Using No. 9 Needles and C., cast on 24 sts. and work 
31 rows In garter st. and stripes as given for Sleeves, 
working 7 rows In first stripe. Cast off. Stitch pocket 
In position as Illustrated and attach motif If desired. 



BACK ^ 

Using No. 11 Needles and C., cast on 58 [B 64] 
stitches. 

1st row (wrong side) — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 10 times. 

Using No. 9 Needles and M., proceed as follows — 

1st row — Knit. 2nd row — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until work measures 6 [B 6}] 
Ins. (15 [B 17] cm) from commencement, finishing 
with a purl row. 

Shape raglan armholes as follows — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 2 sts., work to end. 



ZIPPERS 

Nylon Zippers are more suitable for crocheted garments 
because of their flexibility. We recommend ’Lightning’ 
Zippers for strength and reliability and for the large 
range of colours and sizes. Make sure the opening is 
long enough for the work to be very slightly eased Into 
the zip, to prevent a bulging zip. The edges of the 
opening should be close to the teeth of the zip and 
not cover It as In dressmaking. Stitch the zip Into 
position with small running stitches using Coats Super 
Sheen No. 40 and finish the edges by slip-stitching 
lightly to the garment.

WASHING YOUR HAND-KNITTED GARMENTS 



BEFORE WASHING — Make any needed repairs. Re- 
move any unwashable buttons or trimmings, close 
zips. 

WASHING — Washing powders approved by the Aus- 
tralian Wool Board should be used for washing hand- 
knitted garments. Powders should be fully dissolved 
before immersing garment. Squeeze the garment 
gently in the suds; do not rub. 

A heavy soil mark can be treated before washing the 
whole garment by damping the area and pressing in 
some powder with your fingers. 



RINSING — Rinse garment thoroughly In warm (not 
cold) water, until the water is clear. Support your gar- 
ment with both hands whenever you lift It to prevent 
stretching. 

DRYING — After the last rinse, spin dry the garment 
or squeeze it between towels to remove excess water. 
Dry naturally on a flat surface out of direct sunlight. 
Never hang a hand-knitted garment. 

PRESSING — Never press synthetics. Wool garments 
should be pressed with a warm iron and a slightly 
damp cloth. 
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Trendy singlet top with anchor trim. Knitted in plain smooth fabric with two 
row stripes on body. K.1, P.1 rib bands. Anchor is 
embroidered on front in knitting stitch. 



Slip next 13 [B 15] [C 17] sts. on to stitch-holder 
and leave. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and work to correspond 
with other side. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, sew up shoulder seams. With right 
side facing, using set of No. 10 Needles and M., knit 
up 106 [B 114] [C 122] sts. evenly around neck 
(including sts. from stitch-holders.) 

1st round — * K.1, P.1, rep. from • to end. 

Rep. 1st round once. Cast off loosely In rib. 

ARMHOLE BANDS 

With right side facing, using No. 10 Needles and M., 



knit up 77 [B 83] [C 87] 
stitches evenly around arm- 
hole. 

1st row — K.1, ♦ P.1, K.l, rep. 
from * to end. 

2nd row— K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. 
from ♦ to last st., K.1. Cast off 
loosely In rib. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and 
warm Iron, press lightly.

FRONT — Work as given for Back to 
Rep. 3rd and 4th rows 5 [B 6] times. 

Shape neck as follows — 

1st row — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1 7 [B K.1 9], turn. 
Continue on these sts., dec. at armhole edge (as before) 
in every alt. row, whilst at same time dec. at neck 
edge in 2nd and every following 4th row until 10 sts. 
remain. 

Dec. at armhole edge In every row 7 times, whilst at 
same time dec. at neck edge in every following 4th 
row from previous dec. until 2 sts. remain. 

Next row — P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

Slip next 7 sts. on to a stitch holder and leave. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and complete to correspond 
with other side. 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 11 Needles and M., cast on 39 [B 41] sts. 
and work 10 rows in rib as given for Back. 

Using No. 9 Needles, proceed as follows — 

1st row — Knit. 2nd row — Purl. 

Rep. 1 st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row — K.2, “Inc.”, knit to last 2 sts., “Inc.”, K.2. 

Inc. (as before) in every 6th row until there are 49 
[B 53] sts. Work 3 [B 5] rows. 

Using C.2, work 2 rows. 

Using C.1, work 2 rows. 

Rep. last 4 rows once. 

Using C.2, work 2 rows. 

Continue In C.1 until side edge measures 6 [B 7] Ins. 
(15 [B 18] cm) (or length desired) from commence- 
ment, finishing with a purl row. 

Shape raglan as follows — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 2 sts., work to end. 

3rd row — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 3 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.1. 

Dec. (as before) In every alt. row until 15 sts. remain. 
Next row — P.1, P.2 tog., purl to last 3 sts., P.2 tog.tb.l., 
P.1. 

Dec. (as before) at each end of every row until 9 sts. 
remain. 

Break off yarn, leave sts. on a stitch holder. 
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Ship ahoy in a baby’s iumper with fashioned raglan, K.1, P.1 rib bands, 
with 2-row stripes across body and sleeves. Ship above stripe 
is embroidered in knitting stitch when garment is finished.

(36 [B 42] [C 48] sts.), 
then dec. (as before) In every alt. row until 18 [B 20] 
[C 22] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using No. 10 Needles and C.1, cast on 32 [B 35] 
[C 38] stitches. 

1st row (wrong side) — Knit. 

Rep. 1 St row 6 times. 

Using No. 8 Needles and M., proceed as follows — 

8th row — Knit to last 6 sts., Inc. in next st., turn, leave 
remaining 5 sts. on a stitch holder. (28 [B 31] 
[C 34] sts.) 

Work as given from ** to ** for Back. 

Shape raglan armhole and front slope as follows — 

1st row — Cast off 3 sts., knit to last 2 sts., slip 1, K.1, 
p.s.s.o. 

2nd row — Purl. 

3rd row — K.2, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to end. 

4th row — Purl to last 4 sts., P.2 tog.t.b.l., P.2. 

5th row — K.2, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 2 sts., 
slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

6th row — Purl. 

7th row — As 3rd row. 

Rep. rows 4 to 7 Incl. once. (15 [B 18] [C 21] sts.) 
Next row — Purl. 

Dec. (as before) at armhole edge In next row and 
every alt. row 7 [B 9] [C 11] times, whilst at same 
time dec. at neck edge in next row and every following 
4th row 3 [B 4] [C 5] times. (3 sts.) 

Next row — P.3. 

Next row — K.1, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o. 

Next row — P.2, turn, K.2 tog. Fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using No. 10 Needles and C.1, cast on 32 [B 35] 
[C 38] stitches. 

1st row (wrong side) — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row twice. 

Next row — K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog. (buttonhole), knit to end. 
Rep. 1st row 3 times. 

Next row — K.5C.1, leave these sts. on a stitch-holder, 
using No. 8 Needles and M., Inc. in next st, knit to end. 
(28 [B 31] [C34] sts.) 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
"K.2 tog.” in place of “slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.” and 
“P.2 tog.” In place of "P.2 tog.tb.l.”. 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 10 Needles and C.1, cast on 36 [B 38] 
[C 40] stitches. 
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Fabulous set. A striped cardigan with floppy beret to match. Cardigan 
in plain smooth tabric with garter stitch bands. Three stripes around 
lower edge are also in garter stitch. Ragian is fashioned. 



Work 7 rows in garter stitch as given for Back. 

Using No. 8 Needles and M., proceed as follows — 

1st row— Knit. 2nd row — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row — K.2, “Inc.", knit to last 2 sts.. "Inc.", K.2. 

Inc. (as before) in every 6th row until there are 46 
IB 50] [C 52] sts. 

Continue until side edge measures 5 [B 6] [C 7] Ins. 
(13 [B 15] [C 18] cm) (or leng^ desired) from 
commencement, finishing with a purl row. 

Shape ragian as follows — 

1st and 2nd rows— Cast off 3 sts., work to end. 

3rd row— K.2, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 4 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.2. 



4th row— P.2, P.2 tog., purl to last 4 sts., P.2 tog.t.b.l., 
P.2. 

5th row — As 3rd row. 6th row — Purl. 

7th row — As 3rd row. 

Rep. rows 4 to 7 Incl. twice [B twice] [C once]. 
(20 [B 24] [C 32] sts.) 

Dec. (as before) in every alt. row until 6 sts. remain. 
Work 1 row. Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Using back-stitch, sew sleeves to Fronts and Back, 
noting that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 
Using No. 10 Needles, join C.1 to Inside edge of sts. 
left on stitch holder, Inc. in first st., K.4. 

[Continued on next page 
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Knit 14 [B 12] [C 14] rows. 

Next row— K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog. (buttonhole), K.1. 

Work 19 [B 17] [C 19] rows. 

Rep. last 20 [B 18] [C 20] rows once [B once] 
[C twice], then buttonhole row once. 

Continue until band Is length required (slightly stretched) 
to fit along front, across sleeve and half of back neck. 
Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Work as given for Right Front Band, omitting button- 
holes. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve seams. 
Sew front bands in position, joining with a flat seam 
at centre back neck. Sew on buttons. Press seams. 

BERET 

Using No. 10 Needles and C.1, cast on 97 [B 105] 
[C 113] stitches. 

1st row (wrong side) — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row 6 times. 

Using No. 8 Needles and M., proceed as follows — 



1st row — Knit. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row— (K.1 1 [B K.12] [C K.13], Inc. in next st.) 
8 times, K.1. 

5th row— (K.12 [B K.13] [C K.1 4], Inc. In next st.) 
8 times, K.1. 

7th row— (K.13 [B K.14] [C K.15], Inc. In next st.) 
8 times, K.1. 

Continue Inc. In this manner In every alt. row until 
there are 153 [B 161] [C 169] sts. 

Work 3 [B 5] [C 7] rows without shaping. 

Proceed as follows — 

let row— (K.1 7 [B K.1 8] [C K.1 9], slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.) 
8 times, K.1, 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row— (K.1 6 [B K.1 7] [C K.1 8], slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.) 
8 times, K.1. 

5th row— (K.15 [B K.1 6] [C K.1 7], slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o.) 
8 times, K.1. 

Continue dec. In this manner In every alt row until 
17 sts. remain. Break off yarn, run end through 
remaining sts., draw up and fasten off securely. 

MAKE UP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm Iron, press lightly. 
Using back-stitch, sew up seam. Make a pom-pon 
(see below) using C.1 and attach to beret. 
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POM-PONS 
To make a Pom-Pon, 
cut two circles of 
cardboard — the dia- 
meter depends on 
the size of the Pom- 
Pon to be made, 
and should be equal 
to the size of the 
fl n I s h e d Pom-Pon 
plus approximately 
J" for trimming, plus 




the diameter of the centre hole. 



e.g. For a Pom-Pon across, the circles would be 
lj" plus J" plus J" for centre hole, equals 2j". 
Cut a round hole In the centre, the size of the hole 
approximately a quarter of the finished Pom-Pon. Wind 
the yarn round and round the cardboard until the 
centre hole Is completely filled up. Place the point of 
a pair of scissors between the two pieces of card- 
board and cut round, keeping scissors between the 
two circles of cardboard all the time. Using a double 
strand of yarn, wrap round between the two circles of 
cardboard, knot firmly and take away cardboard— see 
diagram. Trim Pom-Pon. 



HOW TO DO KNITTING STITCH 







KNITTING STITCH EMBROIDERY is particularly effec- 
tive on plain knitting. Your garment can be quickly 
transformed by the addition of embroidered motifs to 
yoke or pockets, and children love to have an Illu- 
stration from their favourite story book transferred to 
a cardigan or jumper. 

Use the same thickness of yarn for embroidery as 
used In the garment. You could use a thicker yarn if 
necessary, but a thinner yarn would not give a good 
result. 



Knitting Stitch Is a stitch worked directly over each 
knitted stitch, with a contrasting colour to represent 



the same knitted stitch, as before. Each square on 
the graph represents one stitch. 

Insert needle from back of work. In the centre of any 
stitch and draw through. • Insert needle from right to 
left, underneath the two loops of the same stitch one 
row above, and draw through, then insert needle back 
Into original place where needle was first Inserted, 
draw underneath the two loops still working from right 
to left, and out into the centre of the next stitch (thus 
completing one knitting stitch), rep. from ♦ to end of 
graph pattern. 

All rows of pattern are worked from right to left, then 
from left to right, till the motif or pattern has been 
completed. 
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Variations in specified yarn quantities for garn^ents 

Knitters occasionally comment that the quantity of yarn recommended for a garment varies from the 
amount they actually use. One rhajor reason for this is that no two people knit or crochet in exactly 
the same way. 

When we specify a quantity of yarn for a particular garment, we are stating a figure that is the end 
result of having each individual design made by as many as six different knitters. The average 
quantity determined by this check knitting is regarded as the most satisfactory figure for that particular 
garment, knitted at the correct tension* to the measurements specified and in the actual yarn 
recommended. Naturally, if you decide to change the body or sleeve length you must allow for 
adjustment to the quantity of yarn. 

^Correct tension — see tension instruction for each garment.

IMPORTANT — DYE LOTS! 



ABBREVIATIONS used in KNITTING 



Always buy enough of the same lot at the one time 
for a complete garment, as a variation between dye 
lots can occur. 

Retain ball bands until the garment is completely 
knitted, and, in the event of an enquiry concerning the 
purchase, submit all ball bands. 



SUCCESSFUL RESULTS DEPEND ON 
CORRECT TENSIONI 

Before you start your garment, take the yarn and hook 
specified in the instructions and make a chain 4 or 5 
inches (10 to 13 cm) long. Work 1 square in whatever 
stitch is mentioned in the Tension paragraph of your 
instructions. With pins, mark out the number of stitches 
(or patterns) and rows quoted in the Tension. With 
an inch tape, measure the distance between the pins 
and compare with the tension given in the Instruc- 
tions. If your tension is too loose (i.e., if the piece 
measures more than the measurement given), try a 
size finer hook. If your tension is too tight (I.e. if the 
piece measures less than the measurement given), try 
a size larger hook. If more than one size of hook is 
recommended In the Instructions and you have altered 
your hook to correct the tension, corresponding altera- 
tions must be made to hooks throughout the instruc- 
tions. 



K. — Knit. P. — Purl. sts. — stitches, tog. — together, alt — 
alternate, p.s.s.o. — pass slip stitch over. Ins. — inches, 
rep. — repeat. Inc. — Increase or increasing, patt. — 
pattern, t.b.l. — through back of loop. beg. — beginning, 
dec. — decrease or decreasing, incl. — inclusive, y.fwd. 
— yarn forward, y.r.n. — yarn round needle, y.o.n. — yarn 
over needle, y.bk. — yarn back. y.ft. — yam front. 

Garter Stitch — every row knit. When Instructions 
read: "Cast off 2 stitches, K.2" (or similar stitches), 
the stitch on the right-hand needle, after casting off, 
is counted as one stitch, cm = centimetres. 

ABBREVIATIONS used in CROCHET 

Ch. — chain, sp. — space, s.c. — single crochet, sl.st. — 
slip stitch, d.c. — double crochet, y.o.h. — yarn over 
hook. h.tr. — half treble — pass yarn round hook, draw 
a loop through next ch., draw a loop through all 3 loops 
on hook. tr. — treble — pass yarn round hook, draw a 
loop through next ch., draw a loop through first 2 loops 
on hook, then draw another loop through 2 remaining 
loops, d.tr. — double treble — pass yarn twice round 
hook, draw a loop through next ch., draw a loop 
through first 2 loops on hook, draw a loop through 
next 2 loops, then another through last 2 loops. t.tr. — 
triple treble — pass yarn three times round hook, draw 
a loop through next ch., draw a loop through first 2 
loops on hook, draw a loop through next 2 loops, then 
another through next 2 loops, then another through 
last 2 loops, cm = centimetres.
